Ending  first  in  the  city  and  tying  for  second  in  \he  Nortfi  Central 
Conference  our  varsity  roundbollers  polishied  off  one  of  tfie  most 
successful  seasons  in  Tecfi  history.  Only  defeat  of  the  season  was 
handed  to  the  Greenclads  by  the  Anderson  Indians,  making  an  18 
win,  one  loss  record.  Coach  Charlie  Maas  had  the  team  put  the 
freeze  on  the  ball  and  play  a  slow,  deliberate  game  that  stopped 
all  top  teams  in  the  state,  such  as  Muncie  Central,  Richmond,  and 
Kokomo.
